Muapieicin against anyone wl'.l tlun 
bave been dispelled, and !t will adJ 
to the myitery of vonng McKay s 
death, say olBeers ot tht UiiK I-ow- 
ler. 

Ben Haurtlngs, emplo>^ at The Btu 
gle clothing store, Second ctreet and 
{iioadway. waa the young nvao in- 
volved In the trouble In the cabin of 
IIm' Ui' k Kowl«'r. It is lie has 

been out of the city since March 18. 
an^ is now mt home up the Tennessee 
river. Bflorts are 4>elng made by the 
offlcera of the Fowler to secure hli 
attendance Tuesday when the Inquest 
wi:i I>€ roBumed." 

"It was Ben Hastlnss." Captain 
Mark Cole, of the Fowler, declared 
th(B morning, "but we did not know 
(or sure until this morning, when the 
engineer pemembored his nlm« and 
Walchnian .lor CiinnlnRham made in- 
quiry where iSastla^s worked. The 
tinglMeer knew tlie young man but 
waa uuable to reranmber 4tl» name. 
He Snally located the Altman store 
as his p'.ace of employment, and 
learned beyond a doubt that Hastlngti 
was the person. fT«stlng8 lived at 
Hnrel until a short time ago. when 
hiH i>Doiiln moveil 10 BOme point on 
the Tennessee river and w« ara try- 
ing to :ocate him." 

Htestlngs is tall, and was dres^od 
exactly «s described by oflleers of the 
I)nal and (iilicrs who Icstiflrd |iii--i- 
nvc:y thiat the mun was not McKay. 
Ha.stlng8 went bom* on aeoount of 
llln«ss. 

Saturday afternoon the inquest was 
continued until Tuesday afternoon -w 
2 o'clock that witnesses not yet (iiini- 
moned may be secured. No evi.lcnce 
of a staTtllnc; nature developed. Cor- 
oner ■Frank iCik' r hoi)e8 to flnaHy 
conclude the lnquet>t tomorrow. 
More Evidence In Sight. 

Th(; "throe or four boys" who were 
standln" on ihe larboard side of the 
boat when Pilot Leslie BroaJfoot of 
the steamer Dick Fowler, noticed 
something dark move towards the 
edge of the hurricane roof and sud- 
denly go overboard, may clear up the 
mystery of Frank McKnVs de.nh.

ears of Coroner Frank Eaker, which 
Indicates that McKay waa pushed or 
fell off tbs hurricane root.

Itively that he thouRlii the object he 
saw go overboard was a man. Cor- 
oner Oakar Will ftave'him befbre tha 
jury again tomorrow. 

Watchman Joe Cnnninifaam, who 
was on tlty deck and heard the 
splash, It Is said, now believes that 
it was H body.

If it Is true that the col- 
It Ke man lias the advantage over the 
un.schooled man, it Is not because 
the college man has absorbed a lot 
of book knowledge. We too often 
hear ot a so-styled aelf-educated 
m.'in aKoelltaig the college bred nan, 
to understand it that way. The sig- 
nificance of it is, that the college 
man has had his facnltleii and func- 
tions trained, and his physical be- 
\nii disciplined to obey the com 
mnnds of the head. There is no lost 
mm Ion about his thinking or acting. 
Harmony of thought and action are 
developed by hit training. 

Modem thought hat worked 
great changes In educational meth- 
ods. Tt has been only a few years 
since many learned men entertain- 
ed a "lu-t of lontempt for the Eng- 
lish language, and prided themselves 
on their knowledge of Oreek and 
Lditln. The latter are still Important 
elements of mental tralBlog, bnt 
now stress Is laid on the student's 
ability to speak and write pure Bng- 
lish. There is another step In this de- 
partment 111, it must come before It 
can be said we luive perfected our- 
selves In English and have done our 
duty bjr the pnpilt. Perfect eoatrol 
of the organs of apeedh it Just ap 
Important at eontfol of any other 
organ in equipping a child for his 
;ife work. Many a brilliant scholar 
has lost ten years of progress after 
helni; Rradualrd. litnause of his lack 
of atilllly tn express himself In the 
English language, with which he is 
perfectly well acquainted. To be fit- 
ted for the duty ot teaching in our 
pnblie schools, teachera thoald them- 
so:ves be trained to. tbe proper ma 
nipiilatlon of the organs of speech, so 
that their speech Is pure and enunei 
atlon correct. Slovenliness of speech 
Is t'.piciKy American, and manifest- 
ed In the dialect of every section. The 
clfl^iirfen acquire it from their nurs- 
es, hear it in the booM and in the 
school room, and those who are nat 
urally hampered by timidity, have 
their self-i ontlilenee the mori^ Im 
palri'd by the uncertainty of theli 
control of the organs of spotH'h. 

Perhaps If parents wou!d under 
stand and appreciate the effect of 
this school room training on the fu- 
ture of their children, and realise 
that pupils, gradtiated from a school

In the pnblte schools, and p:iy them 
talarise which their professional 
tralBing commands.
